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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


Hon.  Edward  F.  Noyes,  Governor  of  Ohio  : 

Sir  :  In  submitting  this  fourth  annual  report,  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  “Ohio  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Orphans’  Home,”  aside  from  some  de¬ 
tails  in  relation  to  appropriations,  have  but  little  to  say. 

The  last  General  Assembly  made  the  following  appropriations  to  the 
Home  at  Xenia,  viz  :

For  balances  unexpended  in  the  hands  of  Eli  Millen,  the  faithful  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Xenia  Home,  s&e  his  report,  herewith  transmitted  ;  also  see 
same  report  for  the  total  expenditures  for  various  purposes  (other  than 
building  purposes)  for  the  past  fiscal  year. 

The  appropriation  for  the  buying  of  land  has  not  yet  been  used,  but  an 
agreement  has  been  made  for  the  purchase  of  twenty-three  acres  of  land 
contemplated  to  be  purchased  by  the  appropriation  of  $3,450,  and  no 
doubt  is  now  entertained  but  the  land  will  soon  be  conveyed  to  the  State 
of  Ohio,  and  that  sum  paid  therefor.  In  this  connection  it  is  deemed 
proper  to  say  that  there  is  other  land  for  sale  adjoining  the  Home,  which 
it  would  be  very  desirable  to  have  purchased,  in  view  of  the  great  neces¬ 
sity  for  more  ground  on  which  to  raise  produce,  hay,  grain,  etc.,  and. 
also,  to  afford  pasturage  for  cows,  etc.  In  point  of  economy  it  may  be 
good  policy  to  purchase  more  land  for  the  use  of  the  Home,  to  say  noth¬ 
ing  of  the  iaiportance  of  having  sufficient  soil  to  enable  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  to  furnish  ample  employment  to  the  larger  boys  who  are  inmates  of 
the  institution.  The  Board  of  Managers  attach  no  minor  importance  to 
the  matter  of  learning  all  the  children  to  perform  labor.  Without  excep¬ 
tion,  all  are  poor  and  must  in  the  future  depend  upon  personal  exertion 
for  their  maintenance.  Habits  of  industry  are  of  the  first  importance  to 
all  inmates. 

Without  making  any  special  recommendation,  the  Board  submit  the 
question  of  the  purchase  of  more  land  to  the  wisdom  of  future  legisla¬ 
tors. 

The  work  on  the  buildings  under  contracts  let  prior  to  last  report  has 
progressed  to  completion,  except  in  the  case  of  the  chapel,  which  is  still  in 
an  unfinished  state.  Some,  if  not  all,  the  conti  actors  on  the  chapel  are 
censurable  for  this  delay.  The  practice  (which  seems  to  be  unavoidable 
under  the  law)  of  letting  the  work  of  erecting  a  single  building  to  a  num¬ 
ber  of  contractors,  almost  always  leads  to  great  delay  and  annoyance  in 
securing  a  prompt  completion  of  the  building. 

The  appropriation  for  piazzas  in  front  of  fourteen  cottages  has  been  ex¬ 
pended.  A  further  appropriation  should  be  made  to  extend  the  piazzas 
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to  the  six  other  new  cottages.  This  improvement  is  an  important  one, 
and  is  almost  indispensable. 

The  water-tower,  gas-works  and  three  old  cottages  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  quite  satisfactorily. 

Important  chauges  and  additions  have  been  made  to  the  boiler-house, 
and  such  as  would  seem  to  make  certain  the  future  supply  of  heat,  etc., 
to  the  Home. 

The  laundry — a  building  much  needed — is  rapidly  approaching  com¬ 
pletion,  and  is  now  occupied  and  used. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  grading  and  beautifying  the  grounds. 
There  are  yet  some  improvements,  of  more  or  less  importance,  which  it  is 
quite  desirable  should  be  made. 

The  employment  of  Captain  Levi  T.  Scofield,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  as 
architect,  terminated  May  13,  A.  B.  1873,  except  for  some  temporary 
work.  Mr.  Tobias  Diees,  of  Xenia,  has  been  superintendent  of  the  work 
on  the  buildings. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home— Hon.  L.  D.  Griswold— 
which  is  herewith  submitted,  shows  detailed  estimates  for  further  im¬ 
provements  at  the  institution;  and  his  report  will  likewise  show  care¬ 
fully  prepared  estimates  for  current  expenses,  payment  of  salaries,  and 
other  necessary  appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year,  which,  together  with 
such  further  appropriations  as  may  be  deemed  wise  by  the  committees  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Ohio,  the  Board  respectfully  pray  shall  be  made. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  Superintendent’s  report  for  a  full  detailed 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  carrying  on  the  Home 
during  the  past  year.  His  report  also  shows  the  number  of  inmates  in  the 
institution,  with  descriptive  roll  of  each  admitted  since  last  report,  the 
number  aud  name  of  those  discharged,  and  the  cause  thereof,  etc. ;  and 
likewise  gives  the  names  of  all  officers,  teachers  and  employes,  with 
amount  paid  each.  In  his  report  will  be  found  a  complete  account  of  the 
internal  workings  of  the  Home,  with  many  important  suggestions  in  re¬ 
lation  to  its  government,  etc. 

Aside  from  an  unavoidable  endemic  of  measles,  there  has  been  but 
little  sickness,  and  there  have  been  but  four  deaths  among  the  inmates 
during  the  last  year.  The  general  progress  and  internal  management  of 
the  Home  is  excellent.  Br.  Griswold,  with  his  constantly  increasing- 
labors,  duties  and  responsibilities,  still  proves  himself  to  be  invaluable,  if 
not  entirely  indispensable  as  a  superintendent. 

Mrs.  Adelia  A.  Xelson,  as  matron,  has  shown  herself  to  be  a  valuable 
assistant  to  the  Superintendent,  and  has  in  all  respects  filled  her  place  in 
a  satisfactory  manner.

Prof.  E.  Merrick  still  remains  Principal  of  the  schools,  and  deserves 
great  praise  for  his  zeal  and  energy  in  keeping  them  up  to  a  high  stand¬ 
ard  of  excellence.  Under  his  supervision,  and  aided  by  a  most  efficient 
corps  of  teachers,  the  scholars  show  a  proficiency  in  learning  equal  to 
any  of  the  public  schools  of  the  State.  The  best  modern  system  of  in¬ 
struction  is  adopted. 

Mrs.  Eunice  Barlow  still  bolds  and  admirably  fills  the  responsible  posi¬ 
tion  of  housekeeper. 

In  the  Superintendent’s  report  mention  is  made  of  cottage  managers, 
teachers  and  others.  They  are  all  worthy  of  special  commendation. 

Harmony  and  good  feeling  prevail  among  all  engaged  at  the  Home, 
and  each  seems  to  act  to  the  end  that  the  great  good  to  be  accomplished 
by  combined  efforts  of  all  rested  specially  on  him  or  her. 

Dr.  Leigh  McOlung  has  attentively,  and  with  great  ability  and  skill, 
discharged  the  duties  of  physician  to  the  Home.  His  report  will  be 
found  appended  to  that  of  the  Superintendent. 

Mrs.  Julia  A.  Andrews  has  more  than  sustained  her  well-earned  repu¬ 
tation  of  matron  at  the  hospital. 

The  children  are  fed,  clothed,  and  in  all  respects  made  comfortable. 
They  are  kindly  treated,  and  Their  moral  and  physical,  as  well  as  mental 
training,  is  excellent. 

The  zealous,  Christian  people  of  Xenia  continue  to  take  charge  of  the 
Sabbath-school  at  the  Home,  and  have,  from  the  time  the  Home  was 
established,  devoted  themselves  to  this  work,  and  kept  up  a  lively  inter¬ 
est  in  the  school. 

Applicants  for  admission  are  still  numerous.  Many  have  not  been  ac¬ 
cepted  for  want  of  room.  The  most  urgent  cases  are  admitted. 

There  are  but  few  matters  connected  with  the  Home  which  seem  to  re- 
quire  further  general  mention. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  subject  of  providing  some  wise  legisla¬ 
tion  to  enable  persons  without  children  to  adopt  inmates  of  the  Home. 
In  many  instances  good  families  would  take  orphans  who  are  without 
relatives  or  friends,  and  provide  them  good  homes  and  treat  them  kindly. 
This  would  be  a  blessing  to  the  children,  and  relieve  the  State  from  the 
burden  of  maintaining  them. 

The  justice  and  wisdom  of  maintaining  an  institution  for  the  benefit  of 
indigent  orphan  children  has  been  so  fully  demonstrated,  that  argument 
in  favor  of  such  an  institution  is  here  unnecessary.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ohio  Soldiers ’  and  Sailors ’ 

Orphans’’  Home  : 

Gentlemen— -I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  fourth  annual  report 
of  this  institution.  It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  state  that  we  have 
enjoyed  a  good  degree  of  prosperity  during  the  past  year.  The  Ohio 
Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Orphans’  Home  has,  in  my  opinion,  fully  justified 
the  liberal  appropriations  made  by  the  General  Assembly  for  its  estab¬ 
lishment  and  support.  Ohio,  distinguished  for  her  benevolent  institu¬ 
tions,  and  the  ample  provision  she  has  made  for  her  unfortunate  and 
dependant  classes,  has  added  to  her  reputation  by  her  tender  care  of  the 
orphans  of  her  brave  soldiers. 

The  Home,  located  on  an  elevated  tract  of  one  hundred  acres  of  land 
donated  to  the  State  by  the  citizens  of  Xenia  and  of  Greene  county,  is 
within  hair  a  mile  of  the  railroad  depot.  It  is  surrounded  by  the  orig¬ 
inal  forest,  from  which  the  bushes  and  small  trees  have  been  removed, 
thus  converting  it  into  a  woods  pasture.  In  the  valley  directly  in  front, 
and  about  one  hundred  feet  below  the  site  of  the  buildings,  runs  the 
Shawnee,  a  permanent  creek,  which  takes  its  rise  Irorn  springs  within 
half  a  mile.  By  a  snong  stone  dam  across  the  creek  we  have  formed  a 
beautiful  pond  of  half  an  acre,  from  which,  by  a  force-pump,  the  water 
is  conveyed  to  the  tanks  in  the  top  of  the  wa  er- tower,  eighty  feet  high, 
in  the  rear  of  the  main  buildings.  From  thence  it  flows  through  iron 
pipes  to  the  central  buildings,  the  cottages  and  the  hospital.  The  pump¬ 
house  and  gas-works  are  located  in  the  valley  near  the  pond.  We  have 
twenty  cottages  designed  to  accommodate  thirty  children  each,  giving  us 
a  capacity  for  six  hundred  children.  The  piazzas  in  front  of  the  cottages 
add  greatly  to  their  beauty  and  to  the  comfort  of  the  children.  The 
appropriation  for  the  piazzas  was  designed  only  for  the  fourteen  cottages 
then  built.  We  shall  need  an  additional  appropriation  for  piazzas  for 
the  six  new  cottages  since  erected. 

The  administration  building  is  a  fine  structure,  very  creditable  to  the 
architect  and  constructors.  It  was  completed  and  occupied  sometime  in 
the  month  of  May  last. 


The  domestic  building,  immediately  in  the  rear,  is  one  hundred  and 
thirty-four  feet  in  ffingrh.  In  the  basement  is  the  kitchen,  bakery  and 
store-rooms.  The  second  story  is  occupied  as  a  dining-room  for  the 
children.  In  the  third  story  are  the  sewing-rooms  and  sleeping-rooms  for 
the  employes. 

The  hospital  is  convenient  and  well  arranged.  It  has  four  wards, 
containing  ten  beds  each ;  also  a  reception-room,  physician’s  room,  two 
nurses’  rooms,  kitchen  and  dining-room.  All  of  these  buildings  are 
heated  by  steam,  and  are  warm  and  comfortable  in  the  coldest  weather. 

We  have  used  the  appropriation  of  last  winter  in  enlarging  our  boiler- 
house,  and  in  putting  in  two  additional  boilers.  This  was  rendered 
necessary  by  the  addition  of  the  administration  building  and  six  new 
cottages,  which  required  to  be  heated.  The  old  frame  building  formerly 
used  as  headquarters  is  now  used  principally  as  a  school  building.  In 
it  we  have  ten  school  rooms,  capable  of  seating  six  hundred  children, 
and  one  recitation-room.  The  school-rooms  are  badly  ventilated,  and  the 
ceilings  are  too  low,  but  they  will  perhaps  answer  our  purpose  for  the 
present.  The  laundry  is  nearly  completed,  aud  we  shall  probably  be 
able  to  use  it  by  the  first  of  December.  Of  the  chapel  I  cannot  speak 
with  much  hope  or  confidence.  Every  contractor  has  been  remiss  in  ful¬ 
filling  his  contract,  and  I  have  little  hope  that  we  can  occupy  it  before 
spring. 

We  have  one  hundred  acres  of  land,  of  which  about  fifty  is  under  cul¬ 
tivation.  The  remaining  fifty  acres  is  m  >stly  a  woods  pasture.  We 
have  raised  nearly  all  of  our  garden  vegetables,  besides  about  seven 
hundred  bushels  of  potatoes  and  two  hundred  bushels  of  corn.  We 
need  more  land  for  cultivation  and  pasturage.  With  one  hundred  and 
fifty  boys  capable  of  doing  at  least  half  a  man’s  work,  we  could  raise  all 
or  nearly  all  of  our  grain  and  vegetables.  We  have  not  sufficient  pas¬ 
turage  for  our  stock,  and  no  meadow  land.  The  raising  of  our  own  hay, 
grain  and  straw,  would  save  a  heavy  item  of  expense.  Besides,  our  boys 
could  be  taught  habits  of  industry,  and  would  become  intelligent  agricul¬ 
turists.  There  is  a  tract  of  good  farming  land  immediately  adjoining 
ours  that  can  now  be  purchased  on  very  reasonable  terms,  and  it  is  earn¬ 
estly  hoped  that  the  next  General  Assembly  will  authorize  its  purchase. 

Our  children  are  taught  to  be  industrious,  and  that  labor  is  honorable. 
The  boys  have  the  principal  care  of  our  horses,  milk  and  feed  sixteen 
cows,  feed  and  care  for  some  forty  hogs,  besides  poultry.  They  prepare 
wood  for  the  bakery  and  laundry,  make  all  the  fires  in  the  school -rooms 
and  other  buildings,  sweep  and  scrub  the  school-rooms,  as  well  as  their 
cottages,  and  make  up  the  beds  in  their  dormitories.  In  addition  to  this. 
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six  boys  are  detailed  each  half  day  to  work  with  the  farmer.  We  have 
had  three  boys  to  assist  the  baker;  two  of  them  have  become  very  good 
bakers,  and  one  has  but  recently  entered  upon  that  work.  We  have  also 
one,  and  sometimes  two  boys  in  the  shoe-shop. 

Our  girls  are  taught  to  perform  domestic  duties  as  far  as  possible. 
They  make  many  of  their  garments,  do  all  of  their  own  mending,  under 
the  care  and  direction  of  their  cottage  managers,  besides  having  the 
principal  care  of  their  cottages.  Taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that 
they  are  in  school  six  hours  a  day,  these  duties  occupy  all  of  their  leisure 
time  except  that  needed  for  necessary  recreation.  I  am  happy  to  say 
that  the  physical,  mental  and  moral  improvement  of  our  children  have 
been  marked  during  the  past  year.  We  have  some  bad  and  unruly 
children,  but  fully  ninety  out  of  every  hundred  are  kind,  obedient  and 
loving  as  any  children  in  the  State.  Many  who  come  to  the  Home  un¬ 
governed,  reckless  and  disobedient,  become  obedient,  kind  and  consid¬ 
erate.  A  few  boys  have  proved  incorrigible,  and  the  interests  of  the 
Home,  as  well  as  their  own  interests,  seem  to  require  that  they  should  be 
sent  to  the  Boys’  Reform  Farm. 

During  the  months  of  November  and  December  measles  prevailed  in 
the  institution  as  an  epidemic.  The  disease  was  introduced  by  a  boy  who 
had  been  exposed  before  coming  to  the  Home.  We  had,  in  all,  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirty  cases,  and  but  one  death. 

Our  hospital  has  a  capacity  for  but  forty  patients,  but  by  placing  beds 
in  the  halls  and  spare  rooms,  we  were  enabled  to  care  for  sixty,  the 
greatest  number  sick  at  a  time.  We  feel  that  we  were  greatly  favored  in 
being  permitted  to  carry  through  that  dangerous  disease  so  large  a  num¬ 
ber  of  children  with  the  loss  of  but  one.  This  was  greatly  due  to  the 
faithful  attendance  and  skillful  treatment  of  Dr.  McOlung,  physician  of 
the  Home,  and  the  kind  and  intelligent  nursing  of  our  hospital  matron. 

We  have  lost  four  of  our  children  during  the  year,  and  but  six  since  the 
Home  was  opened  as  a  State  institution  in  April,  1870. 

Little  Minnie  Brizendine,  aged  six  years  (of  whom  mention  was  made 
in  my  last  report),  died  on  the  24th  of  Dec*  tnber  of  cerebro  spinal  men¬ 
ingitis.  She  was  attacked  with  the  disease  in  March,  some  nine  months 
before  her  death.  It  left  her  paralyzed  and  subject  to  frequent  convul¬ 
sions.  Death  came  at  last  and  seemed  a  happy  relief  from  a  life  of  suf¬ 
fering.  She  possessed  a  sweet  and  loving  disposition,  and  had  endeared 
herself  to  us  all.  Her  mother  was  with  her  during  her  whole  illness,  and 
was  her  principal  nurse. 

Ida  Parker,  of  Wilmington,  aged  fourteen  years,  died  December  31, 
1872,  of  typhoid  fever.  She  was  a  very  good  girl,  but  never  enjoyed 
sound  health. 
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Esau  Fullington,  of  Ashland,  aged  fourteen  years,  died  of  pneumonia 
following  measles,  January  4th.  He  was  a  very  active,  healthful  and 
good  boy.  Death  seemed  to  brood  over  us  daring  the  holidays  and  cast 
a  shade  of  gloom  upon  that  usually  very  happy  season. 

Amelia  E.  Whittaker,  of  Columbiana  county,  aged  fifteen  years,  died 
on  the  14th  of  September  of  heart  disease  with  congestion  of  the  lungs. 
The  poor  girl  was  terribly  deformed.  Her  spine  was  so  much  distorted 
that  there  was  not  sufficient  capacity  of  the  chest  to  admit  of  full  respira¬ 
tion.  Whenever  she  took  cold  her  breathing  was  labored  and  difficult. 
She  died  very  suddenly,  when  her  death  was  not  expected,  like  most  per¬ 
sons  in  her  unfortunate  condition.  She  was  a  very  amiable  and  intelli¬ 
gent  girl,  and  had  endeared  herself  to  her  associates. 

Our  schools  are  still  under  the  superintendence  of  Proi.  Edward  Mer¬ 
rick,  who  is,  in  all  respects,  thoroughly  qualified  for  his  work.  He  is 
indefatigable  in  his  labors,  and  has  the  hearty  co-operation  of  our  excel¬ 
lent  corps  of  teachers.  Our  schools  will  compare  favorably  with  the 
uuiou  schools  in  our  villages. 

Our  high  school  is  in  charge  of  Miss  Libbie  Wharton,  a  graduate  of  the 
Delaware  Female  College,  assisted  by  Miss  Florence  Nelson,  who  is  a 
graduate  of  the  Xenia  Female  College. 

Miss  Phoebe  Ensign  has  charge  of  the  grammar  school.  She  is  a  suc¬ 
cessful  teacher,  and  has  been  with  us  ever  since  the  Home  was  estab¬ 
lished. 

Miss  Anna  Jones,  of  Delaware  ;  Miss  Frank  Summers,  of  Mansfield ; 
Miss  Anna  Sanderson,  of  Xenia;  Miss  Minnie  Hewitt,  of  Ei^ria;  Miss 
Carrie  Wilson,  of  Urbana  ;  Miss  Mary  Briney,  of  Woodstock ;  Miss  Emma 
Welch  and  Miss  Ella  Cretors,  of  Xenia,  have  charge  of  the  other  depart¬ 
ments.  They  are  all  thoroughly  qualified,  and  are  deeply  interested  in 
their  work. 

It  is  our  object  to  give  our  children  a  good  business  education  and  to 
qualify  some  of  them  for  teachers.  Our  course  of  study  ranges  from  the 
alphabet  to  algebra  and  geometry,  including  history  and  physiology.  We 
teach  no  language  but  English.  Much  attention  is  bestowed  upon  the 
moral  culture  of  the  children,  and  this  can  best  be  accomplished  by  the 
inculcation  of  the  general  principles  of  Christianity.  No  sectarian  teach¬ 
ing  is  allowed.

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Catharine  Wolf,  of  Portsmouth,  aged  16,  has  found  a  good  home  with 
Mr.  George  B.  Coffman,  of  Dayton. 

Mary  Jane  Wilson,  of  Yellow  Springs,  has  been  equally  fortunate  in 
finding  a  home  with  the  Rev.  J.  B.  McMichael,  of  Belibrook,  in  this 
county. 

Eva  Ewing,  adopted  by  Dr.  A.  R.  Moiss,  has  beeu  returned  to  us  by 
order  of  the  Court. 

We  have  many  applications  for  children  from  good  families,  but  the 
mothers  refuse  to  give  them  away. 

We  furnished  the  administration  building  with  plain  but  substantial 
furniture;  we  have  also  furnished  the  six  new  cottages.  We  have  yet 
to  furnish  the  three  old  cottages  which  have  been  rebuilt ;  also,  to  procure 
carpets  to  cover  a  portion  of  the  sitting-room  floors  for  all  of  the  cot¬ 
tages.  We  also  expect  to  procure  inside  blinds  for  the  main  building  and 
blinds  for  the  hospital.  These  necessary  improvements  will  exhaust 
that  part  of  the  appropriation  yet  unexpended. 

We  have  added  wings  to  the  stone  darn  across  the  creek,  and  have,  as 
I  think,  rendered  it  secure.  Above  the  dam  we  found  an  excellent  bed  of 
gravel,  which  we  used  in  making  roads.  The  excavation  has  made  a 
beautiful  pond  of  about  half  an  acre,  from  which  we  pump  our  supply  of 
water.  The  pond  will  never  fail  to  furnish  all  of  the  water  we  shall  need. 
It  is  an  object  of  beauty  in  the  summer,  and  will  doubtless  be  well  occu¬ 
pied  by  our  boys  for  skating  purposes  in  the  winter. 

We  have  covered  our  steam-pipes  with  the  asbestos  felting,  which 
seems  to  be  an  excellent  material  for  the  purpose.  By  furnishing  part  of 
the  labor  of  putting  it  on,  we  were  enabled  to  keep  within  the  appropria¬ 
tion. 

By  remodeling  one  wing  of  the  old  headquarters  building  we  were 
enabled  to  construct  three  new  school  rooms.  The  carpenter  work  was 
done  by  our  own  carpenter,  and  the  material  and  mason  work  was  paid 
for  from  the  appropriation  foi  repairs.  We  also  paid  for  the  extension  of 
the  stone  dum  from  the  same  fund. 

Two  new  boilers  have  been  procured  for  our  steam  works,  and  the 
building  has  been  enlarged,  furnishing  ample  room.  Tnis  work  is  nearly 
completed. 

I  have  built  a  green  house  without  any  appropriation  from  the  State. 

I  planted  last  spring  two  hundred  additional  apple  trees,  two  hundred 
peach  trees,  six  hundred  grape  vines,  and  a  large  quantity  of  blackberry 
and  raspberry  roots.  They  are  all  growing  finely,  and  we  shall  soon  have 
an  ample  supply  of  small  fruits. 

We  consume  daily  about  three  hundred  loaves  of  bread,  three  hundred 
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pounds  of  meat,  six  bushels  of  potatoes,  forty  pounds  of  butter,  the  milk 
from  sixteen  eows,  besides  turnips,  cabbages  and  other  garden  vegetables. 

The  demand,  as  well  as  the  necessity,  for  fruit  is  very  great.  We  have 
just  placed  in  store  two  hundred  barrels  of  excellent  winter  apples.  We 
give  the  children  apples  twice  or  three  times  a  week.

We  have  religious  services  at  the  Home  every  Sunday  morning,  and 
Sunday  school  in  the  afternoon.  The  Christian  people  ot  Xenia,  of  the 
various  denominations,  still  conduct  our  Sunday-school,  and  it  is  a  season 
of  great  interest  to  the  children.  The  religious  impressions  made  upon 
many  of  their  hearts  will,  I  trust,  remain  with  them  through  life.  We 
feel  under  deep  obligations  to  Mr.  J.  H.  Cooper,  the  superintendent,  and 
the  teachers,  for  their  long-continued  labor  of  love. 

The  good  people  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  keeping  in  remembrance 
the  orphans  of  our  dead  soldiers  gathered  here,  again  generously  furnished 
us  with  a  good  supply  of  Christmas  gifts.  Cleveland  sent  us  forty-two 
dressed  turkeys  for  our  Christmas  dinner,  a  large  lot  of  pictures  to  deco¬ 
rate  our  dining  room  and  cottages,  a  barrel  of  oranges,  besides  neck-ties, 
scarfs,  mittens,  confectioneries  and  toys.  Columbus,  through  the  agency 
of  W.  S.  Furay,  Esq.,  furnished  us  with  one  hundred  dollars*  worth  of 
useful  and  ornamental  articles.  Cincinnati  did  not  forget  us,  but  sent  us 
a  large  supply  of  holiday  treasures.  The  large  and  highly  ornamented 
cake  sent  by  Judge  Force  arrived,  as  usual,  in  good  order.  We  always 
expect  it,  and  are  never  disappointed.  Springfield,  Dayton,  Oberlin, 
Elyria  and  Urbana  also  sent  us  generous  boxes. 

We  need  an  organ  and  bell  for  our  chapel.  Who  will  respond  ? 

Nothing  looks  so  home-like  as  a  few  pictures  in  our  cottages,,  and  their 
influence  tends  to  refine  the  minds  of  our  children.  It  is  our  policy  to 
make  these  cottage  homes  as  attractive  as  possible. 

We  received  a  large  box  of  magazines  and  illustrated  papers,  with 
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some  books,  from-  Wdliim  Tfesor/  EsqAoH  Gi-neihnati.  We  have  also  re- 
ceived  other  boxes,  cod  taming  magazines  and  books,  during  the  year, 
without  being  able  to  learn  the  names  of  the  donors.  If  our  friends  could 
realize  the  pleasure  with  which  these  old  magazines  are  received  by  our 
children,  and  the  eagerness  with  which  they  are  read,  more  of  them,  I 
am  sure,  would  be  gathered  up  from  the  waste-boxes  and  baskets  and  for¬ 
warded  to  us.  Mr.  Eesor’s  box  contained  a  full  file  of  the  Galaxy  from 
the  first  number.

PHYSICIAN’S  REPORT. 
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To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ohio  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Orphans’  Home , 

Xenia ,  Ohio  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  during  the  year  ending 
October  31,  1873,  I  have  made  277  visits  to  the  inmates  of  the  Home. 
The  cases  of  sickness  treated  were  as  follows : 

Anoemia,  4;  catarrhal  fever,  12;  croup,  5;  cerebro  spinal  menin¬ 
gitis,  1 ;  diarrhoea,  13 ;  dysentery,  2  ;  epilepsy,  3  ;  fracture  and  other 
injuries,  7 ;  intermittent  fever,  50  ;  mumps,  13  ;  measles,  120;  neuralgia, 
5  ;  pneumonia,  23  ;  paralysis,  1 ;  rheumatism,  6  ;  scarlet  fever,  6  ;  scurvy, 
5;  scrofula  and  other  constitutional  disorders,  9  ;  sore  eyes,  219;  tonsil 
itis,  13;  typhoid  fever,  3.  Total,  520. 

Death  of  convulsions,  result  of  an  attack  of  c'erebro-spinal  meningitis 
nine  months  previous,  1 ;  of  heart  disease,  1  ;  of  pneumonia,  recovering 
from  an  attack  of  measles,  1 ;  of  typhoid  fever,  1.  Total,  4. 

Aside  from  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  months  of  November  and 
December,  and  the  prevalence  of  sore  eyes,  the  health  of  the  inmates  of 
the  Home  has  been  as  good  at  least  as  that  of  the  children  residing  in 
the  city  near  by. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  number  of  cases  of  diarrhoea  and  dysen- 
tary  reported  is  small,  notwithstanding  the  prevalence  of  these  diseases 
elsewhere  last  summer.  The  cases  of  sore  eyes  reported  were  mostly  of 
granular  and  plilyctemular  ophthalmia  ;  the  latter  yields  readily  to  treat¬ 
ment,  while  the  cases  of  the  former,  comprising  a  large  majority  of  all 
those  treated,  were  generally  obstinate.  I  am  happy  to  report,  how¬ 
ever,  that  there  remain  at  the  present  time  but  two  cases  of  granular 
opthalmia,  and  but  seven  other  cases  of  sore  eyes  under  treatment,  and 
that  there  are  now  n  cases  of  sickness  in  hospital.  '

REGULATIONS. 


This  institution  is  open  for  visitors  on  all  days,  except  Saturdays  and 
Sundays,  from  10  to  12  A.  M.,  and  from  2  to  5  P.  M.,  only. 

This  institution  is  positively  closed  to  all  visitors  on  the  Sabbath,  ex¬ 
cepting  to  attendants  on  chapel  service  or  Sunday  school. 

Visitors  will  be  escorted  to  the  reception  room,  and  their  presence 
announced  by  the  doorkeeper. 

The  children  are  permitted  to  receive  and  visit  friends  in  the  reception 
room  only. 

Friends  of  the  children,  from  a  distance,  will  be  furnished  with  enter¬ 
tainment  for  one  day  and  one  night  only. 

Employes  will  not  invite  visitors  without  special  permission. 

Persons  not  employed  in  the  institution  will  not  be  allowed  in  the  dor¬ 
mitory  rooms,  private  rooms,  or  work  rooms,  except  during  reception 
hours;  nor  will  they  be  allowed,  at  any  time,  to  stroll  over  the  buildings 
unattended. 

Employes  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  condition  of  their  depart¬ 
ments,  respectively,  and  for  the  faithful  employment  of  time  in  the  service 
of  the  institution. 

Employees  will  not  leave  the  institution  in  business  hours,  without  per¬ 
mission. 


RULES  TO  BE  OBSERVED  BY  THE  CHILDREN. 

1.  The  use  of  profane  or  vulgar  language  will  not  be  tolerated. 

2.  No  child  can  use  the  filthy  weed,  tobacco,  and  remain  in  the  insti¬ 
tution. 

3.  All  will  observe  a  quiet  and  orderly  deportment  in  and  about  the 
building. 

4.  At  bugle  call,  all  children  must  repair  promptly  to  the  hall,  ready 
to  go  to  their  several  school-rooms. 

5.  No  one  will  be  allowed  in  school-rooms  or  school-halls,  unless  by 
permission,  outside  of  school  hours. 

6.  Children  belonging  to  cottages,  are  expected  to  go  immediately 
from  school-rooms  and  dining-hall  to  their  cottages,  unless  detailed  for 
duty. 

7.  Those  detailed  for  duty  will  attend  to  those  duties  promptly  and 
without  contention. 

8.  There  must  be  prompt  and  willing  obedience  to  all  orders. 

RULES  TO  BE  OBSERVED  BY  COTTAGE  MANAGERS. 

1.  Cottage  managers  are  to  discharge  every  duty,  and  exercise  every 
care  with  strict  impartiality,  taking  the  place  of  a  mother  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble,  looking  well  to  the  mental  and  moral  traiuing  of  the  children.

2.  In  correcting  the  children,  great  care  should  be  taken  to  do  it  in 
kindness,  and  in  no  case  should  a  child  be  struck  about  the  head. 

3.  All  cases  of  corporal  punishment  are  to  be  reported  in  writing  at 
once  to  the  superintendent  or  matron. 

4.  Children  are  to  go  to  the  dining-hall  for  their  meals,  unless  they  are 
not  sufficiently  well  to  leave  the  cottage  for  the  same,  and  in  no  case  are 
they  to  be  deprived  of  their  meals,  or  kept  from  school  as  punishment. 
If,  at  any  time,  the  signal  for  dismissal  is  given  before  any  child  has  fin¬ 
ished  the  meal,  he  or  she  may  remain  after  the  others  are  dismissed  and 
eat  all  that  is  necessary. 

5.  Children  are  not  to  be  detained  at  work  after  the  first  school  bell 
rings,  or  to  go  to  school  till  said  bell  rings,  or  to  play  in  or  about  the 
school-room  after  school  is  dismissed. 

6.  Children  over  six  and  under  sixteen  years  of  age  are  to  attend 
school  every  half  day  that  school  is  in  session,  unless  they  are  sick,  or 
excused  by  the  superintendent  or  matron. 

7.  If  a  child  is  tardy  or  has  been  absent  from  school,  a  written  excuse 
is  to  be  sent  the  teacher,  giving  a  reason  for  the  same,  which  excuse  must 
be  approved  by  the  superintendent  or  matron. 

8.  Cottage  managers  are  to  report  the  condition  of  all  sick  children 
each  forenoon  at  least,  until  they  are  able  to  go  to  their  meals,  and,  as 
far  as  possible,  get  all  medicines,  etc.,  before  twelve  o’clock  each  day. 

9.  The  directions  of  the  physician  in  giving  medicines,  and  in  other¬ 
wise  caring  for  the  sick  that  may  be  for  a  time  in  your  cottages,  are  to  be 
followed  with  the  greatest  care. 

10.  Cottage  managers  wishing  to  leave  the  grounds  are  expected  to 
give  due  notice  of  the  same,  and  to  assist  in  procuring  one  to  take  charge 
of  their  cottage  during  their  absence.  If  the  absence  is  for  any  length  of 
time,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to  employ  and  pay  all  assistants. 

11.  Children  are  not  to  leave  the  grounds  without  permission  from  the 
superintendent  or  matron. 

12.  Cottage  managers  are  to  see  that  the  children’s  clothing  is  plainly 
marked  with  the  name  of  the  child  and  the  number  of  the  cottage;  also 
to  count  the  clothes  themselves  that  are  sent  to  the  laundry,  and  make 
two  lists  of  them,  one  for  themselves  and  the  other  to  be  sent  to  the 
laundry  manager.  If  an  article  is  sent  you  not  belonging  to  your  cottage, 
it  must  be  returned  to  the  laundry,  and  not  sent  to  the  proper  owner. 
You  are  to  bring  all  orders  for  clothing  to  the  matron  for  approval,  and 
not  send  them  by  the  children. 

13.  Children  are  not  to  be  allowed  to  trade  or  sell  clothing  or  any  other 
property  without  your  permission.  Clothing  sent  by  parents  or  friends 
is  to  be  reported  to  the  matron,  and  to  come  under  the  same  rule  as  that 
made  at  the  Home. 

14.  Ho  not  leave  the  bathing  and  combing  of  your  children  to  detailed 
girls.  The  children  should  be  thoroughly  bathed  at  least  once  a  week. 

15.  At  the  ringing  of  the  bell  for  devotions,  all  the  children  are  to  as¬ 
semble  in  their  respective  cottages,  and  to  remain  there  for  at  least  fifteen 
minutes ;  after  which,  if  any  wish  to  go  about  the  grounds,  he  or  she, 
large  or  small,  must  make  known  such  desire  to,  and  obtain  permission  of, 
the  cottage  manager,  who  is  expected  to  know  where  ail  her  children  are 
from  that  time  till  the  next  morning. 

16.  Children  are  to  retire  when  the  bell  rings  for  the  same.  Special 
permission  may  be  given  to  remain  up  after  that  time  for  good  and  suffi¬ 
cient  reasons.  There  should  be  no  rudeness  or  talking  in  the  sleeping 
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rooms  after  going  to  bed ;  and  all  who  are  not  sick  are  to  get  up  when 
the  bell  rings.  Children  detailed  to  any  work  are  to  be  sent  promptly. 
Boys  should  go  as  soon  as  possible  alter  the  rising  bell. 

17.  Cottage  managers  are  to  go  to  the  dining-hall  with  their  children  at 
meal  time,  and  give  close  attention  to  their  conduct  during  the  meal,  and 
also  to  see  that  they  do  not  talk  in  the  dining-hall. 

18.  Xo  dishes  or  cups  are  to  be  taken  from  the  dining-hall  without  per 
mission  from  the  dining-hall  manager. 

19.  The  time  for  filling  beds  is  on  Saturday  mornings,  when  necessary. 

20.  All  beds  are  to  be  spread  open  and  left  to  air  for  one  hour  at  least 
after  the  children  get  up. 

21.  All  children  are  to  attend  Sabbath-school  that  are  not  sick  enough 
to  confine  them  to  the  house. 

22.  After  any  cottage  manager  has  been  in  the  employ  of  the  OHo 
Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Orphans’  Home  for  one  year,  she  shall  be  entitled 
to  an  annual  vacation  of  two  weeks,  at  such  time  as  it  may  be  convenient 
for  the,  superintendent  to  supply  her  place;  during  which  time  she  may 

draw  her  salary. 

23.  In  case  the  cottage  manager  is  away,  the  person  in  charge  should 
see  that  the  above  rules  are  observed. 

A  faithful  adherence  to  the  above  is  required  for  the  highest  good  of 
those  under  our  care.
